menian eong, and winch, here forms 
the boundary between Asiatic-Russia 
and Persia In the hills to the north 
east is Shusha a st-ong Armenian 
center where the Armenians held out 
against a circle of foe* in the summer 
of 131*8 


'"When Russia s pov,er iti the Cau- 


casus declined and th« soldats flowed 
back from the fOTnei Russian front 
in Turkey through fie Nakhichevan 
district, the traditional hatred be- 
tween the Armenians of the Erivan 
district and the Mohammedan Tartars 
broke out This closed the carriage 
road to Tabriz and 'atar closed the 
railway At great risn several mem- 
bers of the American Committee tor 
Armenian and Syrian Relief with 
headquarters at Erivan went to Ta- 
briz and brought back several million 
roubles in a train that was so crowd- 
ed with retreating Russian soldats 
that one of the committee members 
upho'eterea with hmdreds of tbou 
sands of roubles, wa? forced to sleep
